To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  &  Cleansing  Committee, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  Information  and  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigfr  for  the  year  197° • 

The  Borough  oontinued  its  satisfactory  health  record.  In  spite  of  a  balance  of 
205  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  the  Registrar  General  estimated  that  the  mid-year 
population  had  declined  by  JO  -  accountable  only  by  a  continued  exodus.  The  live  birth 
rate  increased  to  its  highest  since  1^46  (20,2)  but  unfortunately  there  were  double  the 
number  of  stillbirths  and  a  similar  number  of  infant  deaths  oompared  with  lj6j.  This 
had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  to  well  over  the  national 
figure.  There  was  no  maternal  death.  The  incroase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  weighted 
against  the  male  (33)  -  the  main  causes  being  found  amongst  ischaemic  heart  disease, 
oerebro-vascular  disease  and  bronchitis. 

The  communicable  diseases  showed,  for  I  hope  the  last  time,  a  bi-ennial  swing  in 
the  incidence  of  measles  -  66 4  cases  were  notified  -  the  greatest  number  since  tho 
thousand  plus  in  i960.  There  is  now  a  safe  and  efficient  vaooine  available  in  adequate 
supply  and  its  application  to  all  infants  could  wipe  out  measles  in  a  very  few  years, 

A  vaccine  for  use  against  german  measles  is  becoming  more  readily  available.  It 
is  Intended  to  use  it  only  In  girls  at  the  age  of  thirtoen  years,  to  ensure  that  thoy 
will  not  contract  the  disease  during  the  first  throe  months  of  a  subsequent  pregnancy. 
Such  a  baby  runs  a  strong  risk  of  being  blind  and  deaf  and  perhaps  having  a  oongenital 
heart  disease.  Something  well  worth  preventing. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all 
Members  of  tho  Health  and  Cleansing  Committee  for  their  oontinued  interest  in  the 
department,  and  to  tho  members  of  tho  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for 
their  ever-roady  help  and  co-operation.

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BIRTH  RATE 


Tho  total  number  of  registered  livo  births  assignable  to  the  Borough  of  Leigh 
for  the  year  I370  was  850  compared  with  796  the  previous  year.  Tho  corresponding 
crude  Birth  Rate  for  the  two  yoars  respectively  is  18.4  and  17.2  per  1,000  estimated 
population. 

Tho  crudo  death  rate  is  14.0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  bub 
when  this  is  corrected  and  adjusted  by  making  allowances  for  the  age  and  sox  distribution 
of  the  population  it  becomes  oomparable  with  tho  death  rate  of  tho  country  as  a  whole,  or 
with  the  death  rate  of  any  other  area.  This  standardised  death  rate,  as  it  is  then  termed, 
is  16.0  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  of  Leigh.

It  is  not  unusual 
when  making  inspections  of  now  businesses  to  find  a  oomplote  lack  of  knowledge  of  this 
legislation,  although  in  some  ciroumstanoos  it  is  obviously  a  determination  not  to  oonform 
until  pressed  to  do  so, 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  closo  liaison  betwoon  H,  M,  Inspectorate  and  oursolvos  has 
oontinued  to  our  mutual  advantage.  In  particular,  towards  tho  closo  of  tho  yoar  a  U3oful 
meeting  was  held  at  Wigan  at  which  Miss  Moorcroft,  H,  M.  Deputy  Suporint ending  Inspector  of 
Fhctorios,  ohairod  a  mooting  of  Looal  Authority  Offioors  concerned  with  the  administration 
of  tho  Act.  Tho  subjocts  discussod  wore  varied  and  gave  Local  Authority  Officers  an 
opportunity  to  talk  to  H.  M.  Inspectorate  over  a  wide  field  of  problems  and  to  loarn  tho 
official  point  of  view  on  thoso.

Cloanlinoss,  Hashing  Eacilities  and  tho  condition  of  floors,  Passages  and  Stairs 
accounted  for  moro  than  half  of  tho  total  oontravontions,  the  remainder  being  of  a  more 
minor  character. 

The  general  level  of  Lighting  in  both  offioos  and  shops  has  been  found  to  bo  of  a 
higher  standard  than  formerly.  The  lighting  standard  of  tho  Illuminating  Engineering  Society 
are  being  mot  and  often  bettered. 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  oorrtinuo  to  bo  scrutinised  and  any  points  relative  to  the 
Act  are  raisod  with  the  Architects  or  tho  firm  in  question  at  tho  drawing-board  stago.  This 
has  proved  a  most  valuable  method,  eliminating  possible  disturbance  of  tho  building  fabric 
at  a  later  date,  saves  time,  and  creates  a  muoh  bettor  liaison  between  ourselves  and  tho 
business  concerned. 

No  applications  for  exemption  under  Sootion  4 6  of  tho  Act  woro  roceivod  during  tho  year. 

Accidents  notified  on  0SR.2  totalled  4,  none  of  which  was  of  a  sorious  nature.  Eaoh 
report,  with  the  exception  of  1,  was  investigated,  none  boing  found  to  be  due  to  the  failure 
of  tho  omployer  to  ensure  safety  precautions.  The  number  reported  is  again  loss  than  tho 
previous  year,  which  further  confirms  the  view  that  many  employers  aro  failing  to  notify 
aocldonts.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Maker field  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borough. 

The  supply  is  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
and  the  Lightshaw  Works  of  the  Tfalcerfiold  Water  Board. 

Tho  character  of  tho  water  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  is  pr e-dominant ly  upland  surface, 
whilst  that  from  the  Lightshaw  Works  is  wholly  of  deep  well  origin. 

Details  of  treatment  of  the  various  waters  by  the  Board  are  as  follows :- 

Water  derivod  from  Liverpool  Aqueduct:  Chlorination. 

Water  supplied  from  Lightshaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  lime  softoning, 

filtration,  pH  correction, 
superchlorination  and 
doohlorination. 

There  has  been  no  significant  ohango  in  the  character  of  tho  water  supplied  during 
tho  year. 

Samples  of  Town's  Mains  water  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Hoalth  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  each  week.  During  the  year  87  samples  wore  examined,  of  these 
4  showed  some  slight  contamination,  none  being  of  a  serious  nature.  A  subsequent  flushing 
of  tho  mains  in  tho  vicinity  of  the  point  whore  the  unsatisfactory  saraplo  was  talc  on  proved 
sufficient,  in  each  case,  to  rectify  the  position.

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INVESTIGATION  OP  AIR  POLLUTION 


Tho  level  of  pollution  shows  a  steady  decroaso  over  the  past  years  and  as  more  Smoke 
Control  Areas  become  operative  this  rate  of  progress  Is  increasing.  This  is  brought  out 
quite  clearly  when  looking  at  relative  figures  taken  from  tho  National  Survey  Annual 
Summary. 

The  rosults  aro  divided  into  Summer  (April  -  September)  and  Winter  (October  -  March) 
periods.  The  figures  aro  relative  in  that  they  show  tho  average  measured  amount  of  smoko 
from  tho  throo  stations  maintained  by  ourselves,  tho  results  of  which  are  transmitted  to 
the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  of  tho  Ministry  of  Technology  whore  they  are  arranged  by 
computer. 

Tho  figures  quoted  relate  to  smoke  and,  as  somo  holp  to  comparisons,  rolativo  figures 
are  also  given  for  Lancaster  and  Stretford,

Throe  Clearance  Aroas,  involving  a  total  of  58  houses,  were  dealt  with  by  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders,  2  of  which  wore  subsequently  confirmed  without  modification.  Confirmation 
of  the  rominaing  Compulsory  Purohaso  Order  is  awaited.

Additionally  confirmation  of  3  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  submitted  in  the  previous 
year  was  reoeived  -  one  after  a  Publio  Inquiry  was  hold,  as  a  result  of  which  the  Order 
was  confirmed  subject  to  the  modification  that  one  house  bo  exoluded  from  the  Clearance 
Area  but  bo  retained  in  the  Order  as  adjoining  added  land. 

The  one  remaining  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  which  was  submitted  in  1 963  was  the 
Honry  Street  No.  2  Clearance  Area  Compulsory  Purchase  Ordor  1363.  This  was  the  subject  of 
a  Public  Inquiry  and  the  Inspector  noted  that  as  a  result  of  his  inspection  he  had  found 
evidence  of  structural  movement  in  that  portion  of  tho  Clearance  Area  from  the  Bridgewater 
Canal  up  to  No.  68,  Henry  Street,  but  that  without  further  information  he  was  unablo  to 
express  any  definite  opinion  as  to  its  seriousness.  Ho  also  added  that  in  arriving  at  tho 
re-classification  of  a  number  of  properties  he  had  found  great  difficulty  in  making  a 
distinction  between  ono  property  and  another  booauso  of  tho  borderline  nature  of  the  dofoots 
found  in  these  properties.  Ho  further  concluded  that  in  his  view  it  was  both  difficult  and 
undesirable  to  deal  with  the  unfit  houses  individually  as  these  were  distributed  singly  and 
in  groups  throughout  the  area  and  he  suggested  that  an  alternative  would  bo  to  deal  with 
certain  parts  of  the  area  now  and  leave  the  remainder  for  a  few  more  years.  Accordingly 
tho  Inspector  rocoramendod  that  the  Order  bo  confirmed  subject  to  tho  modification  that  a 
number  of  properties  be  excluded  and  that  those  be  transferred  from  Part  I  to  Part  III  of 
tho  Ordor  Sohedule.
